second portion of the lumen, and defining at least one through aperture for providing fluid 
communication between the lumen and the kidney. A e second portion extending from the first 
portion and defining at looflt ono through aporture for providing fluid communication betw e en th e 
lum^ - and the Icidnoy, - the retention portion being adapted for placement substantially within the 
kidney; and 

a mesh portion extending from the second end of the elongated portion, the mesh portion 
being adapted for placement substantially within an intramural tunnel portion of the ureter and 
for extending into tlie bladder[J and being collapsible under radial compression from the 
intramural tunnel portion. 

2. (Cotrently amended) The stent of claim 1, wherein[J the mesh portion includes an outer 
covering. 

3. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 2, wherein[ J the outer covering includes a 
polymer. 

4. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 3, wherein[,] the polymer inolud e s comprises a 
material selected from the groun consisting of o olvurethane, polyamide, silicone, [or]and 
polyvinyl chloride. 

5. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 1 , wherejn[,] the mesh portion includes an inner 
lining.

portion having a length sufficient to extend substantially within a ureter of the patient firoma 
Icidnev to a bladder of the patient: and 

a mesh portion extending from the second point of the elongated portion, the mesh 
portion being adapted for placement substantially within an intramural tunnel portion of a ureter 
and for extension into a bladder of the patient and being collapsible vinder radial compression 
from the intramural tunnel portion. 

1 0- (Currently amended) The stent of claim 9, wherein[ J the mesh portion includes an outer 
covering. 

11. (Currently aiixended) The stent of claim 10, wherein[,] the outer covering includes a 
polymer. 

12. (Cun^ntly amended) The stent of claim 1 1 , wherein[,] the polymer include s comprises a 
material selected fiom the group consisting of p olvurcthanc. polyamide, silicone, [or]and 
polyvinyl chloride. 

13. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 9, wherein[,] the mesh portion includes an iimer 
lining. 

14. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 9, whereinfj the mesh portion includes a resilient 
material. 
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15. (Currently amended) A ureteral stent for facilitating drainage from a kidney of a patient to 
a bladder of the patient, the ureteral stent comprising: 

an elongated portion having first and second ends defining a first portion of a lumen 
extending there[ jbetween, and having a length sufficient to extend substantially within a ureter 
from the kidney to the bladder of the patient; 

a retention portion[,) extending from the first end of the elongated portion, defining a 
second portion of the lumen, and defining at least one through aperture for providing fluid 
communication between the lumen and the kidnev, the second portion extending from the first 
portio n and defining at leagt one through aporturo for providing fluid oommunication botwoon th e 
lumon and the Iddncy, and the retention portion being adapted for placement substantially within 
the kidney; and 

a coil portion extending from the second end of the elongated portion and comprising a 
wound coil, the wound coil portion being adapted for placement substantially within an 
intramural timnel portion of the ureter and for extension into the bladder[J and being collapsible 
under radial compression from the intramural turmel portion. 

1 6. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 1 5, wherem[,] the wound coil includes an outer 
covering. 

1 7. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 16, wherein[,] the outer covering includes a 
polymer. 

18. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 17, wherein[,l the polymer faiekidescomprises a 
material selected from the group consisting of p olvurethane. polyamide, silicone, [or]and 
polyvinyl chloride. 

1 9. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 1 5, wherein[ J the wound coil includes on iimer 
lining. 

20. (Cxinently amended) The stent of claim 15, wherein[,l the retention portion includes a J- 
shaped hook portion. 

21 . (Currently amended) The stent of claim 15, wherein[,] the retention portion includes at 
least one loop portion. 
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22. (CuireDtly amended) A ureteral stent for facilitating drainage in a urinary system of a 
patient, fr ^ ureteral stent c omprisine: 

a wound coil portion adapted for placement substantially within an intramural tunnel 
portion of a ureter of the patient and for extension into a bladder of the patient[.] and being 
collapsible under radial compression from the intramural tunnel portion. 

23. (Cuirently amended) The stent of claim 22, wherein[J the wound coil includes an outer 
covering. 

24. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 23, wherein[,] the outer covering includes a 
polymer* 

25. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 24, wherein[,] the polymer iaefadescomprises a 
material selected from the group consisting of i> olvurethane. polyamide, silicone^ [or]and 
polyvinyl chloride. 

26. (Currently amended) The stent of claim 22, wherein[J the wound coil includes an inner 
liniixg. 

27. (Currently amended) A method of placing a ureteral stent in a patient, the method 
comprising: 

providing a ureteral stent comprising[;]: 

an elongated portion having furst and second ends defining a first portion 
of a lumen extending there[ ]between, and having a length sufficient to extend 
substantially v/ithin a ureter of the patient firom a kidney of the patient to a bladder 
of the patient; 

a retention portion[,] extending from the first end of the elongated portion, 
defining a second portion of the lumen, and defining at least one through aperture 
for providing fluid communication between the lu men and the kidney, the second 
portion extending from the first portion and defining at loact ono through 0| > (Mrtur e 
for providing fluid oommimioation botwcon th e lumen and the Icidn e y, andthe 
retention portion being adapted for placement substantially within the kidney; and 
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a mesh portion extending from the second end of the elongated portion, 
the mesh portion being adapted for placement substantially within an intramural 
tunnel portion of the ureter and for extension into the bladder[,] and being 
collapsible under radial compression from the intramural tunnel portion; 
inserting the ui^teral stent into the ureter of the patient; and 

positioning the ureteral stent in the patient with the retention portion substantially within 
the kidney of the patient and the mesh portion substantially within the intramural tunnel portion 
of the ureter and extending into the bladder, 

28. (Currently amended) A method of placing a ureteral stent in a patient, the method 
comprising: 

providing a ureteral stent comprising[;]: 

an elongated portion havmg first and second ends defining a first portion of a 
lumen extending there[ ]betwcen, and having a length sufficient to extend substantially 
within a ureter of the patient from a kidney to a bladder of the patient; 

a retention portion extending from the first end of the elongated portion, defining 
a second portion of the lumen, and defining a t least one through aperture for providing 
fluid communication between the lum en and Ae kidnev. the second portion extending 
from the first portion and defining at leagt one through apcrturo for providing fluid 
eommunication bet^ve e n th e lumon and tho Iddnoy^ ^d the retention portion being 
adapted for placement substantially within the kidney; and 

a coil portion extending from the second end of the elongated portion and 
including a wound coil, the wound coil being adapted for placement substantially within 
an intramural tunnel portion of the ureter and for extension into the bladder[,] and being 
collapsible under radial compression from the intramural tunnel portion; 
inserting the ureteral stent into the ureter of the patient; and 

positioning the ureteral stent in the patient with the retention portion substantially within the 
kidney of the patient and the wound coil substantially within the intramural tunnel portion of the 
ureter and extending into t he bladder. 
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
